The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The following reference appears to be the closest art to the claimed invention. Shan et ah 
(WO 01/03705, January 2001) disclose the use of an LXR agonist to raise plasma level of high 
density lipoprotein in humans having atherosclerosis-associated diseases by administering an 
HDL-raising amount of an LXR agonist, however, it does teach a method of treating diabetes or 
type II diabetes, decreasing hyperglycemia, or decreasing insulin resistance by administering a 
therapeutically effective amount of an LXR agonist to decrease hyperglycemia or insulin 
resistance. Therefore, the claimed invention is allowable over the art of record. 

A post filing reference (Saez et al., WO 2004/058175) discloses a method of modulating 
expression of glut4 and other genes involved in glucose metabolism, or a method of treating or 
ameliorating diabetes or related diseases by administering an effective amount of an LXR 
agonist to a subject.
